We publish elsewhere the names of the 
Molly Maguires who have been banged in 
Pennsylvania during the past two years. 
There have been nineteen executed, and 
two more are under sentence of death. 
The Pennsylvania courts are entitled to a 
good deal of credit tor the course they 
have taken in rapidly disposing of these 
murderers and outlaws. 
The officers ot 
the law were threatened with death if they 
persisted in prosecuting the Mollies. But 
they were not intimidated, and fearlessly 
did their duty. The Mollies have been a 
dangerous order in the coal regions in 
that State for some time. They were banded 
together by oaths, and death to tbs mem­ 
bers was the peoaltv of treason to the order. 
The members were sworn to kill any per­ 
son belonging to the coal companies when 
an opportunity favored it, did he not yield 
to their demands when duly notified to do 
so. In this way a large number of mem­ 
bers of the coal companies lost their lives.

From the Springfield Republican. 
John Stephenson, who built the first 
street-car in 1831, is still making them at 
New York and shipping them all over the 
world. 
His first car was in three compart­ 
ments held thirty passengers, and was a 
cross between an omnibus, a rock-away 
and an English railway coach. 
Stephen­ 
son’s best make tc day is the bob-tail one 
horse car, costing from $000 to $1,000, and 
is supplanting the heavier and less man­ 
ageable two horse affair wherever they 
have been placed in competition. Stephen 
eon’s cars are preferred the world oyer to 
those of foreign make, even when the price 
of transportation is considerably more than 
it would be from French or English facto­ 
ries. 
He has lived to see nearly four hun­ 
dred street railways bull; in the United 
States, and sent his first foreign shipment 
to Batavia, Java, In 1858. The attempt to 
introduce street-cars in London caused a 
riot, in which rails were torn up, but now 
American cars are running at London, 
Liverpool, Nottingham, Leeds, Wolver­ 
hampton, Hull and Birkenhead in England; 
at Edinburgh, Glasgow and Aberdeen 
Scotland, and at Swansea in Wales. 
In 
the British possessions, also, they have 
been established at Montreal, 
Quebec, 
Toronto, Hamilton, Ottawa, St. Johns and 
Halifax in the Dominion; at the Cape of 
Good Hope, the only place in Africa; at 
Christ Church, Wellington and Dundin in 
New Zeland; at Bombay, the only place in 
India; al Kingston in Jamaica;’at Adelaide, 
Fort Adelaide and Gamberton in South 
Australia, and are soon to be built at Mel­ 
bourne, Sidney, Tasmania and Uobarta- 
town in New South Wales. 
The French 
protective policy has shut American street 
cars out of all that republic's cities but 
Calais, but they are running and popular 
at Berlin, St. Petersburg, Vienna, Stock­ 
holm, Christiana, Hamburg Bremen, Am­ 
sterdam and Brussels on 
the continent.
